Now that Mr. Blaine must be put
wholly out of considerntion ns n possible
candidnte of the republicwn party for
the presidency, there will be greator
interest in looking over the fleld and
estimating the chances of other men
more or less likely to secure the nomi-
nation, Until Mr, Blaine's Inst lotter
there was no very great amount of sat-
ialaction in doing this, owing to the
overshadowing probability that ho
could have sccured the nomination if
he desived it. With this entirely and
decisively brushed away, it is worth
while to ses how the othor possible can-
didntes stand and econsider thelr pros-

prets.
The list of these ecandidate I8 not
80 large nas it wae a month

or two ago. Several gentlemen who
enjoyed some promineuce then have
boes droppad, having failed to develop
anything more than a local inlerest and
following. They may be hoard of in
the convention, but it will be a merely
complimentary mention. Of those who
remain in the list some have not shown
any growth, if they have not had the
misfortune to lose ground. Asthe situ-
ation is now prosented, Senntor Sher-
man will probably lead in the numbor
of supporters in the national conven-
tion, but there is a very general opinion
that he eannot hold the support after
the first few ballots. Under existing
conditions Oho ought to he expected
to do some very vigorous work
for its distinguished eitizen, and if the
democerats should nominate Thurman for
the vice presidency it would seem that
that must help the chances of Sherman,
But the fact is apparent that he has not
been gaining, and that the popular in-
terest for the Ohio man is less to-dny
than it wos two months ago. It does
not seem probable that it will experi-
ence any considernble revival betweon
now and the meeting of the convention,
the danger which the friends of Mr.
Sherman havo to fenr being rnther that
1t will diminish, by reason of tho grow-
ing interest in othor candidates. M.
Allison has made even less progress
than Mr. Sherman. His friends profess
to believe that he will secura a great
doenl of the Blaine support as the natu-
ral legatee of that leader, but this is
very far from assured. There are one or
two others who could uree quite as good
o claim in this respect as the Town
statesman, and it is intimated that the
last nspirant to enter the list of possible
candidates—ex-Governor Alger of Mich-
igan—is the mon most likely to receive
the lavgest share of the support of the
Blaine clement. Alger will be enthusi-
astically supported by his own state, he
is very well thought of on the Pacifie
const, and with the promisa now held
out of some enstorn support hoe may
mnke a much better showing in the con-
vention than wasthonght possibie whon
his name was first mentioned. He has
a good military and political record, s
peraonally very popular, and is a man of
wealth,so that his pretensions as a
possible candidate are by no means to
be depreciated. General Harrison holds
the Indiana delegation firmly in his
grasp, but so far as appears that is all
he has to go on.  He has made no prog-
ress  sinee his state endorsed him, and
fizures vory little in the popular atten-
tion. The man who will undoubtedly
ranksecond in the voting of the nutional
convention at the outset is Judge
Gresham, and it would not be surpris-
ing if the situntion so changed hy the
time of the meating of the convention
as to place him in the lead. His growth
in popular interest and favor sinee he
wits made the candidate of T[llinois
hus  been  very rapid and  very
solid, The discussion of his elaims and
his availability has been all to his adyan-
tuge with the people, whatever the effoct
muy have been upon the politicians. To
all uppearances he is by far the strong-
est man with the republicans of the
west and  northwest, who will exert a
powerful influence In the convention,
while he s roferred to in very friendly
terms in New York and Now England,
[1linoiz will spare no effort to secare hiis
nomination, and it is not doubted that
us soon as Indiann shall become con-
vincod that there is po chance for her
fuvorite son, the delogoation will give its
unanimeus support to her other son.

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Evory fair-minded man must soe that if
the schools are made & bone of
contention  botween the  politioal
parties at every recurring election
the effoct must he domoralization and
detoriorntion. No groater evil could
befall the public schools than that they
should beeomo a foot bull of the politi=
cians, To keep the system of public
education free from all pactisan action
or politienl control is in the apinion of
every wise and oxperienced friend of
the systom absolutoly essential to lts
proper growth nnd the attainment of the
highest eMetency nnd value. T4 can-
not improve and advance under the in-
fluence of the davices and methods that
belong to politios, The prineiple to be
distinetly marked out snd maintained
is that under no circumstances shall
polities have the least consideration in
the administration of the affairs of the
publie sehools,

It is to put in effect these just viows
and essentinl principles that the moot-
ing to nominate non-partisan enndidates
for the school board huns been enlled.
Every parent who desires that our
schools shall not be drawn into the
politienl machine, and the power and
influence of the board be used for par-
tisan  purposes and the personal
advantage of politicinns, should at-
tend the meeting on Friday evening.

While sho last night sang in bher
wondrously sweet voice “Oh lot me sing tho
days of old," the vast audicence sat in their
seats spollbound. As the lnst sweet notes
died away & momentary hush fell over the
assembly, which a few seconds later turned
into u perfect storm of applauke, which con-
tinued until the falr musician responded.
